— Warthe sltuatlon-not -as-bad-or-worse 20- 
year later ^hen Hitler's shadow spread across 
Europe? Only when the menace ma stripped 
of its last thin veil did the free nations has- 
ten to form lines against It.

Interestingly enough, .Secretary Dulles hio been 
closely associated with the J'edcral Council of 
Ohurohei, the .councU's predecessor body. It would 
not be surprising If the secretary of state exerted 
iiurelrlnfluenca-lor-rejectlon-ot-the -conference sug- 
gestion. 

It Is Dulles' contenUon, diplomatic as weU as clerical, 
that recognition of red China would strengthen this 
communistic and atheistic regime among the very 
peoples whom missionaries ol all faiths have labored 
and died to conv^ to Christianity. 

Thus, the Hartford meeting will command unusual 
attention at Washington because it wiU be the first 
open showdown on this poUtlco-rellgious problem.

WHY COFFEE BREAKS NEEDED 
Dear pot shots: 

After months of study, a good 
deal of figuring and much more 
analysis, I have fUially figured out 
why coffee breaks are necessary. In 
the process of this research, i think 
I hove acquired at least two ulcers, 
maybe more. 

The way it finally boiled down, 
there are 168 hours In a week. So 
far; no one has disputed this figure, 
but It wouldn't surprise nie it it 
were challenged.

The good folks lii the Bowmont, Bennett and Seism 
areas, theb: hearts fuU of charity and with some (2800 
to prove it, ran head on Into the old National Polio 
Foundation's- all-or-nolhlng grab this weA. Fresh 
from an aU-day charity auction that was enormously 
successful, considering the number of residents In 
these communities, the folks planned to divide theh- 
money between polio, heart, cancer and multiple 
sclerosis. 

— But,-»s-the -Kima Jolks-fbund out last year.. poUo 
wonts no port of any division of money. Accepting 
anything but lOO per cent of any effort that looks in 
their direction Is, figured by the polio folks to be a 
step that endangers their exclusive future as profcs- 
slonol money raisers. Tills kind of brass is especially 
amazing In that no one but the old polio group ever 
hod the courage to- show It. 

Tlie old National hllo Foundation. In case any- 
one has forgotten, is now the National Foundation. 
Polio's need was ended by the discovery of Salk vac- 
cine which the foundation Is IncUned to hint was theh- 
exclusive accompllshmeht (which it wasn't) so this 
polished organization of professional money raisers 
had to find a new crusade, not ns much to help any- 
thing as to preserve a lot of fat jobs hi the plush 
-heiulquaitei's-aU-ovcr the country. 

So they moved to take over Rheumatism and Arth- 
ritis but the officials of that organization, well func- 
tioning nationally and especially well organized local- 
ly, decided not 'tb be-s*allowed. Possibly they felt, 
after Investigating, that Jlie net for research, me«s- 
ured by what polio had db-ected for that work, left too 
little. But the old polio outfit edged In anyway, and 
addhig a couple of other hlgh-soUndlng, self-assumed 
assignments, mov(!d back Into the fray for the donor 
dollar. Basically, the old polio group dug up a bunch 
of activities to save themselves, and nothing more 

The public, however, has been so well Indoctrhiated 
by the huckster-type drum beating of the polio or- 
ganisation that It Is able to recruit workers and pres- 
ently la running a drive in the community. They are 
having difficulty getting up onythhig to compare with 
the old head of steam. Undoubtedly tlielr "take" from 
:~th l s a na w lH-be-consldenibly-iesrtaat~t,hBt-wlll -not~be 
a matter of public Infoniiatlon. The old polio outfit 
kept thp financial picture to itself. It did not, how 
ever, dispute the clabn that It spent about halt as 
much money In two years of fund raising {is It had 
provided for research In. all Its previous years In bu-sl- 
ness. The research claims, measured- by tho total col- 
lections, remain one of tlic greatest ovcrstaiemciiis of 
aU time. 

There is absolutely no reason for the communltji to 
contribute a single dime to the old polio foundation.

While they do not cover the same 
periods, the Keyserllng budget be- 
ing for the 12 months of '60 and the 
Eisenhower budget the last she 
months of '59 and the first half of 
'60, the comporlsons are interesting. 

Keyserllng accepts the reccom- 
mendatlona of the Oalther and the 
Rockefeller jeports on national se- 
curity. For major national security 
the President's figure is 48.806 bil- 
lion dollarsTHd-^thrKeyserllng fig- 
ure 50 billion doUars. 

In both the Rockefeller and the 
Oalther reports the case was made 
for great deficiencies in America's 
mUltory establishment as presently 
projected. Over four years the Key- 
serllng figure for security would 
move up to 66 J billion dollars In 
1064. 

The contrast Is Just as striking in 
the peacethne categories. The Elsen-

Thu.s. in talking about trading 
with (he United States, the Soviet 
Union Is acting like an underdevel 
oped country lUeU although It is the 
No. 2 economic power In the world, 
Mascow can't get those long-term 
credits— although Mikoyan laid them 
down OS a precondition to trading— 
for a couple of reasons— It owes 
this country a big chunk of money, 
and until IL pays up a law forbids 
further credlLs. 

Tlie Russians could do business— 
If they want tor-on a pay-as-you-go 
basis, Dillon said. But he noted that 
the Soviet Union la the only major 
country with whlqh "we have been 
unable to reach a settlement of 



lend-lease accounts" from World 
war 11. 

He wasn't talklnR about lend-lease 
military equipment .sou the Russians 
during the war. I!p emphasized he 
meant only civlllnn-ljTic lend-lense 
goods. These, he mi, amounted to 
$2,600,000,006. 

He said the Unllctt States, when 
the two countries ln.M discussed the 
matter In 1951, wn.s willing to settle 
for 800 million dollnr.s payable over 
a long period at low interest rates, 

Certain kinds of mnterials— those 
thal~Would help. build soviet war 
making power— cannot under Amor 
lean law be shipped to the Soviet 
Union. The govcriimnit can prevent 
their shipment by controls on li- 
censes or exporting them. 

But the list ot such embargoed 
materials, Dillon said, has bcen-coa-- 
slderably reduced until now "actually 
only about 10 per cent, of all our 
products moving In international 
commerce are subject to embargo, 

He said 000 American products 
need no special export license for 
shipment to the Soviet Union. In 
addition to them, he cited a long 
list of American products which 
could bgg^ shipped and » which, if 
bought by the Russians, would help 
increase -the-economlc standards^fl 
their people.
